DETAILED ACTION 

/. Restriction/Election 

A. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6. 10. 16 and 17 in part, and 7, drawn to a method for detecting gabapentinoid 
activity in a compound using Erk-2 activation and wherein the host cells express NK-1 
receptors, and a kit. classified in class 435, subclass 7.2. 

II. Claims 1-6 and 10 in part, and 8 ; drawn to a method for detecting activity in a compound 
using Erk-2 activation and wherein the host cells express mGluRl. classified in class 435. 
subclass 7.2. 

III. Claims 1-6. 10 and 18 in part, and 9. drawn to a method for detecting activity in a 
compound using Erk-2 activation and wherein the host cells express mGluR5, classified 
in class 435. and a kit. subclass 7.2. 

IV. Claims 1 1 and 13. drawn to a method for analyzing the activity of gabapentinoids in host 
cells expressing NK-1 receptors, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2. 

V. Claim 12, drawn to a method for analyzing the activity of gabapentinoids in host cells 
expressing mGluR5 receptors, classified in class 435, subclass 7.2. 

VI. Claim 14, drawn to a method for treating neuropathic pain in a subject involving 
gabapentinoids, classified in class 5 14. subclass 2. 

VII. Claim 15. drawn to a method for treating central nervous system disorders in a subject 
involving gabapentinoids. classified in class 514. subclass 2. 

B. The inventions are distinct, each from each other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I - VII are independent and distinct, each from the other, because the methods are 
practiced with materially different process steps for materially different purposes and each method 
requires a non-coextensive search because of different starting materials, process steps and goals. 
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C. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143).
